The Bowater Mersey pulp and 
paper mill has been living on bor¬ 
rowed time since August. 

Premier Darrell Dexter told 
reporters yesterday representa¬ 
tives from the mill’s parent com¬ 
pany, AbitibiBowater, told him in 
August they planned to shut down 
the mill by the end of the year. 

“Originally, when they came to 
us they said their intention was 
to essentially announce the clo¬ 
sure by the end of the year,” Dex¬ 
ter said outside the legislature’s 
chamber. “After months of talk¬ 
ing to them about the cost struc¬ 
ture of the company, they now say 
that they are prepared in their 
board meeting in December to 
look at a new cost-structure to see 
if there is a road forward.” 

Dexter said the province will 
do whatever it can to keep the mill 
open, but didn’t specify what 
measures his government is con¬ 
sidering. 

AbitibiBowater announced on 
Tuesday the mill would shut down 
from Nov. 14 to 21, and potentially

the last two weeks in December. 
Dexter travelled to Liverpool yes¬ 
terday morning to talk with mill 
management, union representa¬ 
tives and municipal representa¬ 
tives. 

The 300 workers at Bowater 
Mersey have already taken a 22 
per cent wage cut. The mill and 
the recently closed NewPage mill 
in Port Hawlcesbury have asked 
the province’s Utility and Review 
Board to approve a break on pow¬ 
er rates. 

But there’s also the matter of a 
sagging demand in the pulp-and- 
paper market. 

On Monday, AbitibiBowater 
reported a $44-million net loss in 
the third quarter on sales of $1.2 
billion. And CEO Richard Garneau 
reportedly renounced his $1.7-mil¬ 
lion incentive that same day, say¬ 
ing he put the company’s long¬ 
term success over personal com¬ 
pensation.

First contract legislation 
not needed: Businesses

Premier Darrell Dexter is 
dismissing a strongly word¬ 
ed letter from business rep¬ 
resentatives urging his 
government to reconsider 
first contract arbitration. 

A coalition of 16 busi¬ 
ness groups released the 
letter yesterday, arguing 
Nova Scotia enjoys good 
labour relations and has no 
need to introduce first con¬ 
tract arbitration. 

“The employer commu¬ 
nity in Nova Scotia is really 
scratching its head and say¬ 
ing ‘why do we need first 
contract arbitration?’” said 


Canadian Federation of In¬ 
dependent Business At¬ 
lantic Director Leanne 
Hachey. “We’ve seen no ev¬ 
idence to indicate that it’s 
required. In fact, we should 
all be proud of the labour 
environment we have in 
Nova Scotia.” 

The province’s Labour 
Management Review Com¬ 
mittee is researching the 
arbitration, which allows a 
newly-unionized work¬ 
place to apply for an inde¬ 
pendent arbitrator to 
decide terms of a first con¬ 
tract. 

Dexter told reporters 
yesterday the government 
will wait for the report be¬ 
fore moving on legislation. 


But he said he doesn’t 
make much of the organi¬ 
zation’s letter. 

“As far as I’m concerned, 
if it’s good legislation, why 
wouldn’t we do it?” Dexter 
said. 

His colleagues across the 
floor did not agree. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil charged that the 
measure is against the spir¬ 
it of the collective bargain¬ 
ing process, slanting it in 
favour of the union. 

Progressive Conservative 
Leader Jamie Baillie called 
first contract arbitration a 
job killer that would force 
employers to accept what¬ 
ever contract an independ¬ 
ent arbitrator decides on.

A green funding announce¬ 
ment today will help ease 
the sting of the HRM 
paying for the bulk of the 
BMO Centre in Bedford. 

A representative of the 
Federation of Canadian Mu¬ 
nicipality will award Mayor 
Peter Kelly with a $4 
million loan and $400,000 
grant during an event this 
afternoon.

A former Canadian soldier 
charged in the shooting 
death of a fellow reservist 
in Afghanistan told his 
court martial yesterday he 
fired his weapon instinc¬ 
tively when he saw a gun 
pointed at his head. 

However, Matthew 
Wilcox admitted the only 
other person inside the 
tent that day at Kandahar 
Airfield had to be his best 
friend, Cpl. Kevin Megeney 
— the man he is accused of 
fatally shooting. 

Wilcox, who is facing a 
second court martial in the 
case, also denied telling 
anyone that the two in- 
fantiymen from Nova Sco¬ 
tia were playing a game of

“quick draw” when his gun 
went off on March 6, 2007. 

Testifying in his own de¬ 
fence at Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court in Halifax, 
the 26-year-old from Glace 
Bay told the military court 
he knowingly failed to re¬ 
move a loaded magazine 
from his 9-mm Browning 
pistol before entering the 
tent he shared with 
Megeney, who was from 
Stellarton. 

Wilcox said he left the 


magazine in the semi-auto¬ 
matic weapon because he 
was too busy carrying his 
gear after completing a 
long shift guarding the 
camp’s main gate. 

Under cross-examina¬ 
tion, Wilcox admitted he 
could have removed the 
magazine several times be¬ 
fore entering the tent, but 
he chose to leave it in — a 
violation of an order that 
stated Canadian military 
personnel could not carry 
loaded weapons inside the 
base. 

Wilcox testified he and 
Megeney were dropping off 
gear inside the tent when 
he heard the sound of a pis¬ 
tol being readied for firing 


from Megeney’s bunk area. 

“I heard the slide of a 
pistol being loaded and out 
of the comer of my eye I 
could see a pistol,” he told 
the court. “As I was turn¬ 
ing, I fell backwards, pulled 
my pistol, cocked it and 
fired.” 

When defence lawyer 
David Bright asked his 
client if he had told other 
soldiers he and Megeney 
were playing a game of 
“quick draw” when the gun 
went off, Wilcox denied 
saying that to anyone. 
However, Wilcox con¬ 
firmed he told one friend 
he had heard mmours to 
that effect.

As promised, new legisla¬ 
tion has been brought for¬ 
ward aiming to drop speed 
limits in school zones. 

When children are pres¬ 
ent and the surrounding 
speed limit is 50 km/h, the 
school zone speed would 
drop to 30 km/h from 50 
km/h.

Collins said he has nev¬ 
er seen a study that 
favours more jail time as a 
way to cut rates of reof¬ 
fence and improve public 
safety. 

“Incarcerating more 
people is not the answer,” 
he said. 

Collins also echoed con¬ 
cerns raised by justice 
ministers and premiers in 
Ontario and Quebec who 
have openly balked at 


footing the court and jail 
costs of the Conservative 
law-and-order agenda. 

He stopped short of 
threatening to refuse such 
payments, but said a com¬ 
mittee representing At¬ 
lantic provinces is 
assessing the potential 
price tag. 

Federal Justice Minister 
Rob Nicholson has said Ot¬ 
tawa transfers billions of 
dollars a year to the 
provinces, and has defend¬ 
ed the omnibus bill as a 
reasonable blend of crime¬ 
fighting approaches.

The recent actions of the

Nonethe¬ 
less, Ritz tabled the Mar¬ 
keting Freedom for Grain 
Farmers Act, a bill that 
would dismantle the 
CWB by August of 2012.

O Critics say it could poison water 


The only company in 
Britain using hydraulic 
fracturing to release natu¬ 
ral gas from shale rock said 
yesterday that the tech¬ 
nique likely triggered earth 
tremors in April and May. 

But a report commis¬ 
sioned by Cuadrilla Re¬ 
sources, which is drilling 
for gas the English coastal 
town of Blackpool, cau¬ 
tioned that the tremors, 
measuring 1.9 and 2.8 on 
the Richter scale — were 
due to a combination of ge¬ 
ology and operations un¬ 
likely to happen again. 

Cuadrilla is the only 
company currently extract¬ 
ing shale gas using hy¬ 
draulic fracturing — a 
technique by which a mix 
of water, sand and chemi¬ 
cals are pumped deep in¬ 


side underground rock for¬ 
mations to free the gas.

“The story comes first,” 
Rhude said. “That’s the 
seed or the germination 
point. Then that leads to 
how I want to visualize 
and compose the piece.” 

Focusing on one story 
because one image can get 
boring, Rhude shared. Cre¬ 
ating an element of organ¬ 
ic chaos and loosening his 
control, Rhude turns to 
Jackson Pollack for inspi¬ 


ration. 

“I’ll take the painting 
off the easel and lay it on 
the floor of my studio, 
walk around and dripping 
and spattering paint on 
the canvas,” Rhude de¬ 
scribed. “ft creates an ef¬ 
fect without any science 
behind it and what hap¬ 
pens is that I’ll discover 
colour combinations, like 
reds in the sky that would¬ 
n’t normally be there with 
the blues.”

I grew up on 
rock,” said Haygood, of 
Memphis, Tenn., who en¬ 
joyed the spotlight in the 
1980s as frontman for the 
rock group Xavion, which 
toured at one point with 
Hall & Oates.

Joey 
Crabb and Mikhail 
Grabovski also had goals 
for the Maple Leafs. 

The last time Lupul 
scored three goals in a 
game was Dec. 12, 2007, 



when he had six points for 
the Philadelphia Flyers 
against Pittsburgh. He 
scored four goals in a West¬ 


ern Conference playoff 
game for Anaheim on May 
10, 2006. 

Patrilc Elias, Dainius 
Zubrus and David Clarkson 
scored for the Devils, who 
have lost five of six. 

Phil Kessel padded his 
NHL scoring lead with two 
assists for Toronto (8-3-1). 
Kessel, off to the best scor¬ 
ing start for the Maple 
Leafs since 1944-45, has 10 
goals and 10 assists in 12 
games. 

Lupul has eight goals 
this season. He totalled 14 
last season in 54 games
